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IN just a few days, the 13th World Cup 
will kick off here in the magnificent 
Azteca Stadium in front of a guaran- 
teed 110,000 spectators. 


The big match to 
launch the greatest 
football show on earth 
is Italy v Bulgaria, with 
the odds heavily stack- 
ed in Italy’s favour. 

Bulgaria, somehow or 
other, do not look like 
potential world cham- 
pions. Italy do. 

The Italians have the 
glamour, the relish for the 
big-time atmosphere, the 
star individual performers 
and all the necessary 
panache you’d expect from 
a champion. 

Bulgaria have none of 
this. They have hardly one 
player who is well known 
outside of Bulgaria. Do 
they even have any fans 
who would take the trou- 
ble to travel to Mexico 
from their European 
homeland? I doubt it. 


Yet I recall a similar 
situation in Spain just four 
years ago when I was one 
of the 100,000 people 
packed into Barcelona’s 
Nou Camp stadium for 
the opening match in that 
World Cup between 
Argentina and Belgium. 


The Belgians were 
alleged to be the outsiders, 
the small-time players! 
from the small nation 
with limited Cup 
credibility. 


Argentina on the other 
hand were a popular tip 

- not just to beat Bel- 
gium but to go right on to 
the end and take the Cup. 

Argentina had Marado- 
na as well. 

The world-wide TV au- 
dience settled back eagerly 
— afflicted by World 
Cup Fever though many 
miles from the action — 


from DAVID JACK in Mexico City 


awaiting some Maradona 
magic. 

Alas, it was not to be 
seen. The magician’s tricks 
did not work. 

Whenever Maradona 
was tackled, he collapsed 
in a heap, clutching knee 
or ankle or leg, putting on 
a show which was surely 
staged for the benefit of 
the referee. 


It is history now that 
Belgium, the outsiders, 
edged through 1-0, putting 
the first nail in the Argen- 
tine coffin on World Cup 
opening day. 

Could such a fate befall 
the Italians, proud holders 
of the trophy, when they 
meet Bulgaria on 
Saturday? 


Will Scirea, Conti, 
Altobelli and Co suffer 
the anguish felt by Mara- 
dona and his men four 
years ago? : 

It is most unlikely. But 
you never know. World 
Cup Fever affects the gla- 
mour teams as well as the 
minnows. It could even 
trouble Italy. 


While Italian coach 
Enzo Bearzot is in 
optimistic mood here, I do 
not think his team will 
repeat its 1982 triumph. 

Paolo Rossi did a one- 
man demolition job in 
Spain. I do not think he or 
any of his colleagues will 
be similarly successful in 
Mexico. 

It may be tempting fate 
to predict likely winners 
here before I have even 
seen the teams in action 
but I cannot go beyond 
Brazil as my first choice. 

Sure, they have had 
some strange results in 
warm-up matches but this 
is not all that important. 

If they can get players 
like Junior, Socrates and 
Falcao on the field fully 
fit and the younger players 
like Silas and Muller are 
as good as my Brazilian 
friends insist, Brazil will 
trouble every opponent in 
this Cup. 

Of the other South 
Americans, I lean slightly

SOCCER’s four-yearly extravaganza, the World 
Cup, is almost upon us. 

it is bigger than any other sporting event, 
certainly much bigger than the Olympic Games in 
terms of crowds attending the matches and the 
world-wide television audience. 

Yet we confess to having doubts. Is the World 
Cup too big? 

When ASW attended the last World Cup in 
Spain, we had the feeling that there were too 
many teams competing and the series went for at 
least a week, maybe two weeks, more than 
necessary. 

You have to be a mad football fanatic to watch 
52 matches in a month. It might be a reasonable 
proposition if there was quality on show in each 
match. 

Alas, there is not. 

At least half of the games played in Spain were 
eminently forgettable. A few, of course, will live in 
the memory permanently - for instance, the Cup 
Final, the Brazil v Italy match, the France v West 
Germany battle and a few others. 

But do these isolated gems make up for the 
host of dull matches served up during that very 
long month? 

The performance put on by Austria and West 
Germany, which robbed Algeria of further Cup 
progress, was an insult to everyone. And that 
was, by no means, the only dreadful match. 

We must hope for something better in Mexico, 
but without much optimism. 

If FIFA would come clean, president Joao 
Havelange and his team would have to admit that 
there is no way 24 teams can entertain the Soccer 
public for a full month, no matter how thirsty the 
fans may be. 


The competition was far better when it was 
contested by only 16 teams, when there was a 
greater chance for quality to be on show. 

FIFA seems determined to persist with its 24- 
team format and it is not difficult to understand 
why. 


When Havelange was appointed president, he 
won office largely on the votes of what we now 
call “third world nations.” 

But there had to be a trade-off. Havelange 
promised the Africans and Asians a better chance 
of qualifying for the World Cup finals. There was 
no way this could be achieved without making the 
competition bigger. Too big as things turned out. 


There was another reason for enlarging the 
competition. FIFA realised that more games 
meant more money. FIFA has an insatiable thirst 
for gate receipts because the cost of staging this 
four-yearly festival is enormous. 

Whether or not it is spent wisely is another 
matter. 


It is an expensive exercise flying players and 
administrators from all corners of the earth for the 
football fiesta. It is also very costly paying for their 
accommodation. 


We have no complaints about the cost of 
players’ accommodation but the administrators 
never stay in anything but the very best five-star 
hotels. Find the most expensive hotel in any World 
Cup city and that is where you'll find the FIFA big 
shots. 


When you consider the huge amount of money 
flowing in to the World Cup kitty from gate 
receipts, TV fees, advertising rights and sponsor- 
ship, each of the teams in the finals should return 
home with a mint of money. 


There must be something wrong when a team 
like New Zealand achieves the near-impossible by 
surviving some 15 qualifying matches and goes on 
to meet the giants of the game...and loses 
money on the deal. 


New Zealand should have been able to build up 
a healthy bank balance after their marvellous 
efforts in 1982, but they didn’t. 

It is not surprising that Charlie Dempsey, NZ 
Soccer chairman, stated in Spain in 1982 that 
neither his country, nor Australia, could afford to 
take part in any future World Cups. 


Dempsey relented but the NZFA is now a very 
hard-up organisation, so short of cash that it had 
to sack its well-respected national Director of 
Coaching a few months ago because it could not 
afford his modest salary. 

Like most people in Soccer, ASW hopes the 
1986 World Cup in Mexico turns out to be a roaring 
success. 


But let us not delude ourselves any longer. The 
Cup lasts too long and it is open to too many 
teams. 

We should return to sanity and a 16-team 
competition in the future.

CANBERRA CITY OLYMPIANS came to town determined to hold Sydney Olympic to a 


draw at Pratten Park. And this they did before a stunned crowd of 4,706 which saw the

than Argentina. 

The European challenge 
is led by France, a team of 
many talents which will 
not be overawed by World 


Cup Fever. 
Denmark, too, should 
do well — despite being 


placed in the Group of 
Death with the Germans, 
Scots and Uruguayans. 

Italy must have some 
sort of a show as must 
West Germany. 

Not for the first time, 
there is a lot of inspired 
money going on England 
but it is not my money.

MANY people will be pleased with the 
achievements of Manfred Schaefer at

For starters, the forth- 
coming World Cup finals 
are in Mexico not Spain as 
Wallace tells us. 

There are also 24 final- 
ists (since the 1982 World 
Cup in Spain) not the 16 
stated in Wallace’s article. 


Further, Wallace tells us 
“Australia is trying for a 
better World Cup deal 
because it wants to be able 
to qualify for the 1990 
finals in Italy by beating 
such world Soccer powers 
as New Zealand, Taiwan,

Pacific region but not any- 
body else.”” 


Wrong again, as is his 
argument that qualifica- 
tion is “loosely based on 
geographical regions.” 


The host nation auto- 
matically qualifies as does 
the previous winner leav- 
ing 22 finalists to be de- 
cided on the following 
basis (121 entrants in the 
1986 World Cup are noted 
in brackets): 


Europe 13 finalists (33 
entrants), South America 4 
finalists (10 entrants), Afri- 
ca 2 finalists (27 entrants), 
Asia-Middle East 2 final- 
ists (29 entrants), Central 
and North America 1 
finalist (18 entrants). 


Which leaves FIFA 
with a problem on what to 
do with the Oceania win- 
ner (4 entrants). 


Australia is not looking 


~ for an automatic qualifica- 


tion for the winner of 
their region. 


What it is looking for is 
a fairer deal than playing 
off with a European oppo- 
nent or in the case of the 
next World Cup, a South 
American opponent. 


The real reason the 
Oceania winner faces a 
“mission impossible” is 
that this group contains 
Israel — a country whose 
qualifications for the fi- 
nals would provide FIFA 
with enormous political 
problems on its hands.

basis, as does the rest of 
the world, with an Asian 


Opponent. 


Asia does not want Au- 
stralia, New Zealand or 
Israel simply because they 
have seldom beaten 
Oceania winners in pre- 
vious World Cups and 
Asia’s current representa- 
tives in Mexico, Iraq and 
South Korea, would be 
highly unlikely to beat the 
Socceroos this time 
around. 


And finally, Wallace 
tells us “why even try to 
qualify” if “they stand 


little chance of winning.” 


Unfortunately, the 
World Soccer Cup is not 
World Series Cricket, 


Rugby League, Rugby Un- 


ion or a yacht race among 
half a dozen billionaires 
all of which, relatively 
speaking, are total non- 
events on the world spor- 
ting stage. 


Over 160 nations are 
members of FIFA and in 
90 per cent of those coun- 
tries Soccer is THE sport 
and in most it is of natio- 
nal importance to have a 
successful national team. 


Even the Eastern bloc 
countries which have 
proved that unlimited goy- 


ernment assistance can 
bring success in most spor- 
ting endeavours have ney- 
er looked like winning the 
World Cup in their most 
popular sport.

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TLL BE DANISH DELIGHT 


BY their own admission, 
Denmark's players were 
$0 rattled by the broken 
leg that sidelined star 
striker, Allan Simonsen 
just 43 minutes into the 
1984 European 
Championship, they 
blew their chance of 
fulfilling all the promise 
and hope that they 
would reach the final. 

During the World Cup 
qualifying it seemed they 
were peaking just in time 
for Mexico ‘86. 

They were fired up as 
they slogged it out in 
preparation for Mexico, 
now whether they’ve been 
‘foxing’ or not their latest 
results bear no resembl- 
ance to the team that was 
supposedley going to con- 
quer all. 

Manager Sepp Piontek 
is by all admission a real 
schemer but the last three 
games played by the daz- 
zling Danes have been far 
from dazzling. 

For now though let’s 
analyse what they had 
achieved previous to these 
disastrous few weeks. On 
the first Wednesday of 
June in 1985 Denmark 


_beat the Soviet Union 4-2 


in an exhilarating and ex- 
ceptional match in the 
Idraetsparken, 
Copenhagen. 

Europe’s most potent 
striking force, Preben Elk- 
jaer and Michael Laudrup, 
each scored two goals. It 
was almost certainly the 
best encounter of the 
World Cup qualifiers. 

On the first Wednesday 
of June 1986 Denmark 


play their first-ever World 
Cup finals match — 
against Scotland in Neza- 
hualcoyotl, Mexico. 


They do so as one of the 
favourites, a team every 
other nation wanted to 
avoid in the first phase, 
for West Germany, Uru- 
guay and Scotland this was 
not possible and so we 
have possibly the strongest 
first round group in the 
history of the World Cup. 


There is the flowering 
in Denmark of a genera- 
tion of superb footballers. 
Preben Elkjaer, Michael 
Laudrup, Morten Olsen, 
Soren Lerby, Frank 
Amesen, Jesper Olsen, 


Klaus Berggreen, Johny 
Sivebaek and of course, 
Simonsen. 

With the support of 10 
or 12 fine back-up players 
they have formed an un- 
changed squad for almost 
four years. None of the 
regular team has made less 
than 20-25 international 
appearances while more 
than half are near or over 
the 50 caps mark. 


Continuity, of course, y 
brings the understading of 
a club who are together ~ 


week in, week out. Cou- 
pled with excellence this 
breeds success. 

Another reason for De- 
nmark’s rise has been the 
role of West German 
manager Sepp Piontek, 
appointed in 1979. (Im- 
agine the tension when his 
side meets his home 
nation!) 

His first action was to 
bring discipline and pro- 
fessionalism to the pre- 
viously “amateur” in- 
ternational team set-up. . | 
take not Australia. 
quickly made an example 
of his best goalkeeper Bir- 
ger Jensen, of Bruges. 

Jensen decided not to 
turn up for an internatio- 


nal, so Piontek decided 7” 


not to pick him again. The 
lesson was learnt by the 
others, and the outsider 
Piontek had won instant 
respect. 


His problem, otherwise, 
was one of tactics rather 
than team selection. The 
talented players picked 
themselves, but Denmark 
had always been a coleec- 


tion of individuals rather 
than a team. On the odd 
occasion they’d click 
together, such as the time 
when they defeated Italy 
(current World Cham- 
pions) 3-1 in Copenhagen 
during qualification for 
the 1982 World Cup, but 
it wasn’t done often 
enough. 


The players as ever are 
spread around Europe and 
in the past with certain 
clubs using differing 

| styles, they found it hard 
to blend back home, if 
indeed they were even re- 
leased.

Elkjaer can be brutally 
efficient. 

But their essence is 
speed and surprise. They 
may gamble in the rarified 
Mexican atmosphere to 
persist with this element. 
Perhaps on a tempered 
scale it could be most 
effective, especially in the 
defensive third of their 
opponents. 

The third factor behind 
Denmark’s emergence as a 
footballing power has 
been the cash provided by 
the big Carlsberg brew- 
ery. They have sponsored 
Danish football since 
1979, with the avowed 
intention of helping the 
country qualify for the 


World Cup finals. 

Semi-professionalism 
has been introduced in the 
domestic league which has 
improved standards, and 
rewards have been in¢ 
creased for national team 
players. Carlsberg as well 
as Piontek has helped kill 
off amateurism, 


Another result is that 
the nation has gone foot- 
ball crazy. One phe- 
nomenon is that of the 
“roligans”, so named to 
distinguish their good- 
humoured nature from 
hooligans. The roligans 
paint their faces in the red

FRANZ BECKENBAUER, 
West Germany’s most 
successful footballer 
has had a torrid time as 
“Teamchef” of the 
national side. 

His knockers have been 
from all quarters as the 
West German team 
plunged to rock bottom in 
their post-war history. 

Under the redoubtable 
one they failed to win in 
six successive matches, the 
worst modern run follow- 
ing a rather easy advance 
into the World Cup finals 
than many experienced 
observers had predicted. 

So-called experts and 
fans alike also demanded 
the end to the constant 
experiments which were 
thought to be responsible 
for the sequence of bad 
performances. 

Since Beckenbauer’s de- 
parture from the national 
squad the Germans tried 
16 different “liberos.” 


And in midfield there is 
still no one to hold the 
reins, no general to dictate 
the pattern of play and no 
leader who could turn the 
tide when the team is 
under pressure. 

The continual attempts 
to make Felix Magath

THERE could be a battle brewing between 
national and State League clubs for the guest 
signature of Socceroo striker David Mitchell. 


Now with Eintracht 
Frankfurt in West Ger- 
many, Mitchell is due to 
holiday with his parents in 
Adelaide as from this 
week.

However, under his 
original agreement with 
Eintracht, Mitchell was 
happy to stay out of the 
game during the German 
close season. 

He required a groin 
operation after Australia’s 
World Cup campaign and 
the Germans have yet to 
get any service from him 
since he signed. 

Adelaide City, in the 
OASL, have kept an in- 
vitation open for Mitchell 
to play and could have the 
drop on Campbelltown. 

The latter have dis- 
covered that there is no 
rule allowing guest players 
in the SA State League. 


NEW COMP A 
SUPER-FLOP? 


The only way they 
could field Mitchell would 
be if Eintracht agreed toa 
conditional clearance — 
signing Mitchell over to 
Campbelltown who 
would then clear him 
back. 


City coach, Zoran 
Matic, said he would not 
make any approach for 
Mitchell. 


“Firstly, another club is 
already involved and it 
would not be fair to inter- 
fere as they were first to 
move,” he said. 


“Also I de not think 
Mitchell could do much 
for us as a guest player. 

“T think he is a great 
striker, and I wish we had 
the money to buy him, but 
as a guest he would only 
upset our rhythm and we 
must also consider our pre- 
sent players.” 

However, Matic could 
change his mind if local 
rivals Adelaide Hellas de- 
cided to step in. 

They have also left 
open an invitation to 
Mitchell to play as a guest 
or to sign on a permanent 
basis. 


THE new-look “super” 14-team National League could turn out to be a 
fizzer if the present trend in results continues until the bottom seven in 
the two current leagues drop out. 


After seven rounds, we 
had two of the most un- 
fashionable clubs topping 
the tables — Wollongong 
in the North and 
Footscray in the South.

If the leagues continue 
as is, we could have no 
Canberra or Newcastle in 
the 14, no Brisbane clubs, 
only one from Adelaide, 
“glamour” side Apia miss- 
ing, and no Melbourne 
Croatia. 

The latter, along with 
Adelaide Hellas, has the 
potential to draw huge 
crowds. 

SA officials feel that if 
there is only one Adelaide 
club — City as things 
stand at present — then it 
will die a death playing at 
home only once a fort- 
night. 

With two clubs, a large 
section of fans from both 
teams follow both clubs. 

While the Brisbane pair 
may be regarded as no 
great loss and travelling 
time and money will be 
saved, we will not have a 
truly national competi- 
tion. 

And with Newcastle 
and Canberra possible 
casualties from the cut-off, 
the league will be a farce 
as far as being nation-wide 
is concerned. 

Too many officials 
appear to be obsessed with 
promotion and relegation. 

Until our State league 
clubs can come closer to 
the strength of the Natio- 
nal League teams, relega- 
tion and promotion should 
be shelved. 

Or at least confined toa 
regional basis. 

If a Brisbane team goes 
out, then a Brisbane team 
comes in. 


If a Victorian club goes 
down then a Victorian 
club comes in and so on. 

Agreed the rules have 
been drawn up, and the 
clubs “‘signed on the 
dotted line.” 

But the rumblings are 
being heard in all States, 
and knowing Australian 
Soccer, rules can be bent 
or altered to suit the 
climate. 

Some would-be adminis- 
tators also forget that we 
kicked off with a carefully 
selected league which 
made a truly national com- 
petition. 

In reverting to the 14- 
team set-up it should have 
been a simple matter of 
selecting the strongest 
clubs from each centre. 

It_is now obvious that

Player who has played 
so many first grade 
games gets demoted to 
the Youth. 

| always believed it 
worked the other way — 


that you got PRO- 
MOTED, 
The Youth team has 


many skilful players such 
as Vic Masi, Vince Sper- 
anza, Dean Radice and 
Agnelo Genovese to 
name but a few. 

| am not putting down 

the first grade players at 
all but was it really 
necessary to import play- 
ers from overseas when 
there are some it could 
use from the Youth 
team?

THAT ONE 
AGAIN 


| AM writing in regard 
to your editorial of 15th 
April, 1986. While the 
make-up of lower divi- 
sions of the NSW State 
League is of little con- 
sequence, that of the 
main competition is of 
importance to the future 
of Soccer in this State and 
in Australia, 

The present make-up 
of the OASL makes - it 
almost impossible for 
Australians and many 
migrants to follow the 
competition. Most teams 
cater basically for fans of 
one migrant origin and 
the two or three district 
teams are playing in a 
basically ‘‘ethnic” (or 
racist) competition. As 
migrants become assimi- 
lated, or their children 
grow up, attendances de- 
cline and the game as a 
spectator sport slips back 

| have followed the 
game for about fifty 
years through two break- 
aways and have never 
seen the future of the 
game so bleak. The 
proposed return to one 
National League of four- 
teen teams next year will 
make the problem worse, 
not better. 

What is needed is a 
complete return to state 
or regional competitions. 
This is how the game is 
run in the United King- 
dom and distances are far 
greater in Australia. 

In Southern NSW at 
least, what is needed is a 
genuine district competi- 
tion with each district to 
consist of one or more 
areas covered by district 
associations. Present 
OASL clubs, if they are 
to continue in major 


competition, would have

brief and legible, 
preferably typed 


to combine with all Soc- 
cer interests within an 
area and open up their 
committees so that they 
no longer are dominated 
by one migrant group. 

In any case a confer- 
ence of all interested in 
Soccer within each dis- 
trict to form a district 
club should be held. 
Those interested would 
include local associations 
licensed clubs, and State 
and National League 
teams. 


Such a competition 
might initially lead to a 
further fall in already 
meagre “crowds” (attend- 
ances is a better word) but 
would provide a base for 
future growth and a com- 
petition in which all 
sports minded people 
could show at least a 
casual interest. This must 
be a move to genuine 
district clubs and mere 
cosmetic name changes 
would not suffice. 

Clubs must pay much 
more attention to talent 
scouting and realise that 
much latent talent exists 
outside inter-district 
youth teams. Every teen- 
age and adult player in 
every competition should 
be looked at for hidden 
talent. 

At present when a 
team decides they want a 
striker or defender they 
send overseas instead of 
looking around locally. 
No wonder there is little 
support for top Soccer 
even among junior 
players. 

Many migrants have 
become followers of 
Rugby, Aust. Rules and 
other sports and manage 
to follow them without 
having, or likely to get, 
“ethnic” clubs so why ex- 
pect it of Soccer? 

Too much of available 
funds are being spent on 
air fares instead at on 
promotion of the game. 

If the game is orga- 
nised on a district basis 
then promotion and re- 
legation would need to 
be abandoned or at least 
suspended for a number 
of years to allow’ the 
clubs to become estab- 
lished. 

| suppose my eye sight 
is failing but it seems to 
me that over half the 
official attendances at 
many OASL games are 
invisible. Let us return to 
the days when clubs like

SOCCER 
ROCKED 
BY AERIAL 
PING-PONG! 


THE spectacular success suddenly being en- 
joyed by Australian Rules football in Sydney 
this year, or to be more precise the Sydney 
Swans, must raise the question as to why a 
football code that is even more foreign to this 
city than Soccer is supposed to be, has been 
so readily accepted by the fans. 


This strange mixture of 
Soccer, Rugby League, 
Union, Gridiron and 
Gaelic football has 
achieved more in five 
years than Soccer has in 
50. 

Of course the number 
of juniors playing the code 
is only a fraction of the 
huge number playing Soc- 
cer but what consolation is 
there in that when a recent 
club game attracted nearly 
40,000 people through the 
gates? 

There can surely be no 
question that Aussie Rules 
is unable to provide a 
better entertainment value 
to the spectators than 
Soccer can offer: even the 
comparatively low stan- 
dard of our game is streets 
ahead of VFL football 
when it comes to skill, 
fluency and drama. 

The very same day that 
the Swans pulled in a 
crowd of 38,000 at the 
SCG, our two best sup- 
ported teams played out a 
highly entertaining draw 
at the ancient Pratten 
Park in front of less than 
8,000 people. 

Does anyone really be- 
lieve that Aussie Rules is 
such a superior code of 
football that the game 
itself can justify the huge 
difference in drawing 
power? 

Of course not, but the 
promoters of the Swans 
have successfully managed 
to feed the Sydney sport- 
ing public that old market- 
ing philosophy of selling 
the sizzle never mind the 
steak! 

Take a look at the 
promotion of both those 
matches during the week 
leading up to Sunday 
afternoon. Countless com- 
mercials on television 
every night encouraging 
viewers to “Show them 
Sydney, we’re the mightly 
Swans.” 


Radio stations were re- 
peating the same message 
time and again; large ads 
in all the daily newspapers 
and hundreds of free tick- 
ets given away. 

Forget about any subst- 
ance in the game itself. If 
they were advertising a 
game of tiddlywinks a 
large crowd would still 
have been convinced that 
they just had to attend. 

The build-up didn’t stop 
there. A large variety of 
pre-match entertainment 
made sure that the custom- 
er was already satisfied — 


and a ball hadn’t even 
been kicked. 

Who cares about the 
football, sell the sizzle not 
the steak. By the time the 
match commenced, the 
crowd would have been 
pumped up to enjoy what- 
ever was served to them, 
even a game of marbles. 

The Olympic vs Croatia 
match by comparison had 
no build-up whatsoever, 
apart from a small 


advertisment advising the 
weekend game’s times and 
venues in the daily press. 

The Soccer media and 
the ethnic newspapers 
gave the game the cover- 
age it deserved but that 
only reached a limited and 
a largely converted audi- 
ence. 

It’s not hard to under- 
stand therefore how a re- 
latively new football code 
in Sydney, one that really 
has very little to offer in 
the way of football itself, 
can entice and satisfy a 
crowd five times as large 
as the more established 
Soccer code can attract. 

There are other aspects 
that must not be over- 
looked, the most crucial 
one being that the attend- 


ances at the Swans games 
are made up largely of 
family groups, something 
which Soccer badly fails to 
match, and without doubt 
they include kids who 
spend their Saturday after- 
noons playing Soccer. 


There is precious little 
being done to convert 
these junior Soccer players 
into senior Soccer specta- 
tors and the consequences 
for the game cannot be 
ignored. 


Soccer is slowly de- 
veloping into a game for 
the older generation and 
unless this trend is re- 
versed the game will also 
eventually die of old age.

Mr Vittal said: “I had a 
meeting with the Austra- 
lian Soccer Federation 
vice-president, Brian 
Emery and he agreed in 
principle that the idea of 
teams from India coming 
to Australia and vice-verca 
was a good one. 

“At the moment in 
India we are looking at 
playing State sides mainly 
and hopefully we will be 
able to entice Australian 
states and/or clubs to come 
over to India and compete 
in the VITTAL 
TROPHY. 

“The trophy which is 
named after myself is run- 
ning for the sixteenth year 
and the AIFF of which I 
am vice-president see it as 
being vital that we not 
only have Asian countries 
such as Malaysia, Singa- 
pore etc competing along 
with ourselves but also 
others such as Australia.” 

Mr Vittal also said that 
he had made details clear 
to Mr Emery of what 
would be involved in 
touring. 

“When one or more of 
our teams is in the other 


country it is to take care of 
all its matters on its own, 
excepting board and lodge 
which will be provided. As 
it would run two ways it 
seems only fair 


Fair certainly but is it to 
the ASF’s satisfaction? 

As yet nothjng concrete 
has been set. 

Mr Vittal continued, 
“T have still to meet with 
Mr Aulden Brown of the 
NSW Federation as that is 
one of the organisations 
we are primarily con- 
cerned with.” 

Mr Vittal who has had 
this trip to Australia pri- 
vately sponsored also 
holds other positions such 
as; Executive Magistrate 
of the AIFF, Vice Presi- 
dent of the Tamlinadu 
Olympic Association, 
Chairman of the Tamilna- 
du Cricket Association 
and is a Sub-Branch Man- 
ager of the Bank of Mad- 
tas. Along with this he has 
studied Sports Administra- 
tion at Frankfurt, West 
Germany. 

“My stay permits me 
to remain here until June 
15. I will visit the Can- 
berra Institute of Sport 
and go to Melbourne to 
view your Hockey side, 
which to me is a mighty 
impressive one. Already I 
have been able to sample 
the excellent facilities at 
the State Sports Centre in 


Homebush along with tak- 
ing in some of the Austra- 
lian volleyball and talking 
to Mr Fred Bennett of the 
Australian Cricket Board. 


“Before I depart 
though I will make sure I 
watch some of the World 
Cup. I will always remain 
a true football fanatic.” 


Mr Vittal has in fact 
also been asked to partake 
in a six-year study of 
Sports Administration etc. 
but he is still not certain 
over whether he will or 
not. 


“I will return home 
and review the situation 
and possibly I will take up 
such an offer.” 


When questioned on the 
state of the Indian natio- 
nal side he said: “At the 
moment in India our foot- 
ball is in one of those 
unexplainable yet often- 
occurring troughs. There 
was a period as every 
country experiences of 
great involvement, par- 
ticipation and excitement 
with the game but now it 
has been lost for a time. 


“Another problem 
that confronts the national 
side is the far flung states 
of India. For example 
from Madras to another 
city in the south is some- 
times half the distance of 
Madras to Australia!”

At a recent meeting of 
the Central Coast 
Association, officials de- 

‘cided to notify the 
NNSWSF that they no 
longer wished to be affili- 
ated with that organisa- 
tion.

a move. 

In making the decision 
to seek affiliation with the 
NSWASF, Central Coast 
looked at many areas that 
would have an influence 
in the Central Coast. 

It was recognised that 
over the past few years, 
Central Coast, has be- 
come more closely linked 


‘to the Sydney Metropoli- 


tan area, both in a social 
and economic sense. 

Some examples are:— 

a) Over 10,000 people 
per day commute to Syd- 
ney for work. 

b) Area health services 
now under the Northern 
Metropolitan Region. 

c) Central Coast schools 
are part of the Northern 
Metropolitan Region. 

d) Central Coast is a 
residential growth area, 
with most of the influx of 
new people coming from 
the Sydney region. Many 
young people are finding 
that the Central Coast is a 
rea that offers a high 
standard of living at hous- 
ing prices they can afford. 

e) The importance of the 
link between Sydney and 
Central Coast has been 
recognised by Telecom. 
Phone calls between the 
centres being metered as a 
local charge. 


In respect of football 
itself, Central Coast rec- 
ognise NSW as the pre- 
mier organisation offering 
the highest standard of 
competition possible. 

By being part thereof, 
it would afford Central 
Coast player’s and clubs 
the opportunity to com- 
pete at a higher level, 
which would in time im- 
prove and raise the stan- 
dard of Soccer on the 
Central Coast. 

It was also a fact that a 
move to NSW would open 
the door for Central

THE huge Central Coast Soccer Association have enlisted the services of a legal mind in 
their quest to break away from the Northern NSW Soccer Federation. 


and go on to participate at 
the highest possible level 
of the code. 


Also Central Coast 
would like to be able to 
look forward to its senior 
State League club, becom- 
ing part of the NSW scene. 


Therefore being able to 
see their area improve and 
go on to the highest possi- 
ble level of competition in 
the future. 

Something which accor- 
ding to Central Coast, is 
not possible under the 
Northern NSW Federa- 
tion. 


Central Coast also felt 
that they had gone as far 
as they could under pre- 
sent arrangements, and the 
future held little prospects 
for advancement and im- 
provement. 


Central Coast three 
yeas ago purchased 17 
acres of land north of 
Gosford, with the pay- 
ment of the site being 
made through contribu- 
tions from members clubs 
and with the use of a bank 
mortgage. 


A successful application 
was lodged for unds under 
the Commonwealth Goy- 
ernment CEP scheme. 
That has enabled work to 
be done on Stage one of 
the project to be carried 
out, and that is the provi- 


sion of two drained play- 
ing fields, car park, amen- 
tities block and spectator 
area. 


Central Coast also 
have a Director of 
Coaching, who conducts 
Level 1 and 2 courses in 
conjunction with Eric 
Worthington. 


I agree totaHy with the 
Central Coast move, as 
there is nothing wrong 
with an Association trying 
to expand their organisa- 
tion for the better. 

Obviously in the opin- 
ion of Central Coast and 
their members clubs this 
can only be achieved by 
affiliating with the 
NSWASF. 


ASW have been in- 
formed that the NSWASF 
are keen to accomodate 
Central Coast within 
their ranks. 

The fault in this whole 
sorry mess lies with the 
Australian Soccer Federa- 
tion. 

The ASF should be 
directing its attention to 
the basic and fundamental 
structure of Soccer in 
NSW. 


Simply NSW has far too 
many Federations, and 
these should all come 
under the one roof, that 
being the NSW Soccer 
Federation. 


At the moment we have 
the NSW Amateur Soccer 
Federation, NSW Womens 
Amateur Federation, 
NSW Churches Associa- 
tion, Sydney Amateur 
League, Northern NSW 
Soccer Federation, North- 
ern NSW Amateur 
Federation, Northern 
NSW Amateur Womens 
Federation and Combined 
High Schools, plus many 
others. 

To say the least it is a 
complete mess. 

To sum up, the problem 
with Central Coast would 
not have been created if 
there was a single 
organisation running Soc- 
cer within this State. 

At present the only 
body that can recitify the 
situation is the ASF. 

Meanwhile, the North- 
ern NSW Federation 
should not place any furth- 
er ‘red tape’ to stop the 
magnificent progrss of one 
of the leading Association 
in this State. 

Central Coast should 
be allowed to progress 
further, and Northern 
NSW should allow Cen- 
tral Coast and their 
thousands of players, 
coaches and administra- 
tors the right to compete 
and participate where they 
so choose.

IT is high time for Soccer Writers and Editors to 
get on their bikes and write factual stories 
about our coaching system, the Manager and 
Co-Ordinator U/16 and U/18 State Teams, Eric 
Arneil told ASW at Valentine Park last week. 


“T am willing to talk to 
any journalist from your 
Paper or any other pepaer 
andgive them a few facts 
about our Australian 
Junior Coaching System 
said the veteran coach of 
20 years standing. 

“J dispute Tony Raciti’s 
recent story where he 
claimed that “Australian 
Soccer Cannot Progress 
Unless the junior game is 
totally reviewed and re- 
organised”. 

Eric said that Soccer 
writers should extend the 
courtesy and visit the 
Federation’s coaching 
Academy at Valentine 
Park. 


“Alan Vest and myself 
will soon enough to give 
anyone an inside story 
about our coaching system 
which is very effective” 
Eric said. 

“I do agree that boys 
aged-between 8 to 13 years 
should have fun, learn the 
basics of Soccer.” 


They must be coached 
by persons with technical 
ability and knowledge he 
said. 

‘When they are 13 they 
want to learn and that is 
the time when they have 
to seek professional tui- 
tion’ he said. 

“Parents rather fathers 
should continue coaching 


CLOSE CONNECTION 


boys but only for social 
games. Boys who have the 
skill or interest to take up 
Soccer” should continue 
under expert supervision 
he said. 

Eric agrees that four 
games a week is too much 
and urged partents and 
coaches to stop trophy 
hunting. 

Eric thoughly advocates 
that “we here in Australia 
should intermingle with 
European coaches and 
amalgomate our technique 
with theirs which should 
produce a unique pure 
Australian style. 


The majority of Soccer 
writers are writing stories 
off the cuff they should 
ask experts who will give 
them critical advice. Eric 
strongly critisered Tony 
Raciti’s story and openly 
offered through this re- 
port an invitation to the 
ASW to ask him about the 
present junior Soccer 
coaching system. 


Eric will leave Austra- 
lia for Holland and Cana- 
da where he will study 
junior coaching styles and 
administration.
